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JEANNE BREAKS 
3 MINUTE MILE

The first woman in the United 
States, if not in the world, to skate 
a mile in less than three mimtes 
did so, last Sunday, at Lake Como, 
St. Paul, Minnesota, 

Jeanne Ashworth, of Wilmington, 
star of the Wilmington Skating Club 
accomplished a feat the the Ameri 
can Skating Union officials com- 
pared to the breaking of the 4 
minute mile, in racing, afew years 
back by Roger Bannister. 

Jeanne’s mile record, a fantastic 
one, was set in below zero weather 
as the final event in the Women’s 
Division of the National Champion- 
ship matches, 

Jeanne skated the mile distance 
‘n 2 minutes and 53 seconds, top- 
ping off 11 seconds from the old 
record set by Mrs Jeanne Omelen- 
chuk of Detroit in 1959, 

In winning every event Jeanne also 
scored 25 points in the National 
event, the first woman to do since 
the mid 1950’s when Pat Gibson of 


Mrs Omelenchuk, who has always 
won when Jeanne was not taking 
part in events, but never when 
Jeanne was on the ice, came in 
at second place with only six points 

Jeanne’s record also placed her 
ahead of the Men’s Champion, 18 
year old Tom Gray of Bloomfield 
Minnesota. Gray skated the mile 
distance, which he won, in 3 min- 
utes 08.3 seconds, 

While the three minute mile was 
believed by most skating officials 
to be impossible for a woman, it 
has been learned that Jeanne was 
planning an assault on the record 
even while she was home for the 
Eastern Seaboard Championships, 
At that time she remarked to 
friends that she believed it was 
possible for her to break the mile 
in less than 3 minutes, 

The mile has been skated in less 
than 3 minutes by several men, 
The US record is 2 minutes 38,2 
seconds, set by Clas Thunberg at 
Lake Placid in 1926, 


Madison Wisconsin swept the ice.

THE N.A.S.A PROBLEW 


The first remark that was made in Wilming- 
ton, by a knowing person, when the news was 
released that a national aeronaties labora- 
tory, to be valued at $50 millions, was to 
be built in the area, was an observation that 
the site had already been picked, long before 
the news was given to the public, 

Nevertheless there is a considerable tn- 
terest in the project, with a lot of pros and 
cons to be considered, 

The Mayor of Woburn, the first thing on 
that first Monday morning, fired off a tele- 
Gram to Senator Ted Kennedy, offering to have 
Woburn Land made available. 

Monday night, in the Selectmen's Meeting 
Charles H.Black proposed that TM Melzar and 
Seleertmen Brooks and Wavie Drew be made a 
team to try to get the laboratories for this 
town. And Mrs Drew, who keeps on top of such 
situations pretty well, observed that first 
of all there would be no taxes from such an 
installation, and secondly that Rep Brad 
Morse was already working on it for the Lo- 
well area, - adding, as is her wont, that be- 
cause Wilmington has not been alert in having 
itself declared a Labor Surplus Market that 
the laboratory would probably go somewhere 
else anyway. 

The NASA laboratory will be about three 
times bigger than Avco, but requires 1000 
acres. 1000 acres, in Eastern Massachusetts, 
is extremely difficnlt to find in any one 
town, and if found may present that town with 
financial problems because of the loss of tax 
revenue. 

On the other hand, if the Laboratory were 
to be located within hollering distance of 
any particular town or eity it wonld mean a 
trementous boost, for the small manufacturing 
Plants of that town or city, 

If it were to be located in Woburn, for 
instance, such outfits as Mystic Transformers, 
Mytron and General Thermodynamics could keep 
running overtime for the next decade, and the 
new firm, Technical ynstruments Inc., which 
gust opened its office Monday morning, on 
West Street, would have to hire 40 or 50 new 
se fesmen. 

It could be possible for two or three towns 
to co-operate - say the Wi lmington-wWoburn- 
Reading triangle, at the south part of town 
or perhaps even better, a part of North Wil. 
mington, a part of Tewksbury and a part of 
Andover, to get 1000 acres of relatively 
free and clear Land which might be suitable.

The candidate would have to resign from 
one post or the other, before even serving. 
Then there would have to be another Selectman 
and Ur 'fousing Authority member named, either 
by election or by appointment, which could 
become’ ,A ticklish subject. 

It is only a few years ago that a man was 
elected to the Board of Selectmen knowing 
that he was to leave town within three or 
four weeks. The Selectmen filled his post 
by, appointing another person to the office. 
They could have, but didn't call for another 
election. They could have but didn't appoint 
one of the candidates who had run for office 
that year. 

It is all water over the dam now, except 
for the bitter feelings which have yet to be 
assuaged. 

Either of the two candidates can 
this problem, as far as they are concerned, 
by filing for only one position, with the 
Tow Clerk, as they must do, by next Saturday, 

Being a candidate for Selectman, or for the

SELECTMEN WANT TOWN TO 
BUY NEW ACCOUNTING 
MACHINE 


A new accounting machine, for the 
‘Town Hall, will probably be in the 
warrant for the Town Meeting, 
judging by a conversation between 
Temp. TM Harold Melzar and the 
Finance Commitee, 

$7000 has been allocated in the 
budget for the machine, but Melzar 
told the FC that the cost would be 
about $6500, 

The machine purchased last year 
has done well, the TM said, with 
the time of the machine being fully 
allocated to the various depart- 
ments, The Water Board, for in- 


2, To adopt a budget for the year | 


stance, has the use of the machine 
for three days @ month, 

The wife of the Town Accountant, 
is the principal operator of the ma- 
chine, and {t has proven invaluable, 
but billing is still lagging, accord- 
ing to Melzar. 

Melzar stated that there were 594 
Persons on the town payroll, in- 
cluding the personnel of the School 
Department and recipients of Town 
and Veterans Welfare. 

Melzar wants another full time 
clerk for the Town Hall, that clerk 
to be allocated to various depart- 
ments, 

He said that the Assessorshavea 
problem with abatements on auto 
taxes, whch have to be filled out 
by hand, on a form that has four 
copies (carbons). This runs into a 
considerble problem he said, one 
that will be eased somwhat next 
year, when the State will do the 
billing on Exise Taxes, instead of 
the towns and cities, 

Commenting on the purchase of 
supplies and materials for the 
town he told the Finance Committee 
at how much business he has been 
able to keep for the Wilmington 
merchants, and at the savings that 
had resulted, and - he hoped, the 
increase in good will. 

Other purchases sought for the 
Town Hall include $800 for equip- 
ment for the Town Collector, which 
money would include a safe in which 
the tax payment records could be 
kept, and an adding machine, 

The Middlesex County National 
Bank had given an old safe to the 
town, he said, but it couldn’t be 
kept in the Town Hall because it 
was too heavy. is stored in the 
Highway Department Building, 

The Town Clerk needs two new 
filing cabinets, which Melzar es- 
timated should cost $150 apeice. 

The Assessors are looking for 
some office equipment, The files 
are old, and the typewriter used 
by the clerk is 20 years old, An 
electric typewriter with a long 
carriage, to cost $441 was recom- 
mended by the TM, 

Melzar told the Finance Commit- 
tee that the Water Department sur- 
Plus revenue was upto$76,000this 
year, something he had never heard 
of before. Only 40 houses’ in the 
town are not metered, and that be~ 
cause they are built. on posts. 

The houses that are not metered 
pay $10 a quarter, against the $6 
a quarter charge for metered hous- 
es, Those house owners pay $40 a 
year, instead of $24, and Melzar 
thought, in the instances of these 
Particular houses, that the town
